20 (new) The universal tie-down rail recited in claim 15 further comprising a 
single aperture in said lower portion of each of said brackets for mounting of said rail on 
said vehicle. 

21 (new) The universal tie-down rail recited in claim 15 further comprising at least 
one additional bracket for mounting said rail on said vehicle.
